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INTRODUCTION. 



Young readers should be fairly saturated with inspiring bio- 
graphy. But for most of them history being too solid, the 
really helpful stories of achievement under difficulties are not 
those of meteoric and unaccountable lives, as Caesar's, Crom- 
well's, Napoleon's. Such great stars of the race are apt to 
dazzle rather than inspire. Let the successful actor be an 
average mortal, and the narrative will be serviceable as an 
inspiration and an encouragement. 

" Peterle," the youthful hero of this tale, is one of those who 
through intrinsic worth and by their own pluck have made their 
way in life against all sorts of odds and difficulties, thus corrob- 
orating once more the old sayings, that character is the poor 
man's capital, and the simple life the never-failing guide-post on 
the rugged road to success. Let shallow minds believe in 
" luck " or " fate " or any other bogy of the imagination — the only 
luck that pla)rs any great part in life is that which inheres in a 
stout heart, a willing hand, an alert brain, and a kindly, cour- 
teous, and winning manner. 

The story of Peterle is an illustration : 

In infancy thrown upon the world, he has to fight against 
poverty, heredity, and environment; yet in the battle he gallantly 
holds his own under all circumstances, never once complaining 
that "fate" is against him. His "good luck" is forged by the 
fires of trial and the blows of conflict; and his final triumph 
proves but the logical outcome of good sense and good judg- 
ment; qf gritty determination and high ambition; and last but 
not least, of a grateful heart and a magnificent self-sacrifice 
for the wrongs of another.

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IV INTRODUCTION 

Das Peterle von Nürnberg is a romance of early days, the 
scene being laid in the old and far-famed town of Nuremberg 
with its mediaeval ramparts and battlements and turreted city- 
gates in the background, and with its quaint and picturesque 
domestic architecture along the narrow, crooked streets, as they 
appeared in the first half of the fifteenth century ; a generation 
or two before Hans Sachs, Albrecht Dürer, and Peter Vischer 
inaugurated Nuremberg's classic age in poetry, art, and com- 
merce; at a time when the Counts of Hohenzollem, those 
plucky, sturdy, and stem ancestors of the now Imperial house 
of Germany, still contented themselves, in the Emperor's, service, 
with the humble office of "burgraves (/.^. military governors) 
of Nuremberg." 

With its plot in no wise out of the ordinary lines of imaginary 
authorship, the story, characterized by almost classic simplicity 
and fairy-tale sincerity, progresses with dramatic vividness and 
develops harmoniously from start to finish, ending with the 
peals of joyful wedding-bells. But what an abundance and 
surprising variety of poetic incidents, suggestive pictures, and 
touching situations, both pathetic and humorous, are interwoven 
with the altogether unpretentious narrative I 

It is remarkable how well the author succeeds in depicting 
incidentally the temporal as well as the spiritual concerns of 
that time, its domestic and public life, the monastic and scho- 
lastic conditions of the age, and the industrial, commercial, and 
art-interests of the people together with their habits, pleasures, 
whims, foibles and fancies, customs and costumes. 

Within the narrow compass of an ordinary short story a 
group of well-defined and psychologically interesting characters 
are cleverly developed. They live; they are flesh and blood; 
they are beings as real as those with whom we live. We can- 
not help loving some of them, and disliking others. In partic- 
ular it is the sympathetic drawing of the young hero's character 
which stands out a subtle piece of work by a master artist.

And now the culminating point, the acme and climax of the 
story's poetic charm: the beauty of childhood, how daintily 
transferred to paper! What exquisitely delicate, sprightly, and 
wholesome pictures of child-life I They are nature itself, spark- 
ling with gems of humor and tender pathos and lending to the 
little actors a perennial charm, of which no critic can deprive 
them. How many hours must the author have watched gladly 
and patiently the ways of the little ones, before he could paint 
them with such minute and convincing truth! 

Of the same high order is the setting of this literary 
gem : the definite, compact, and harmoniously roimded form of 
the narrative, with its parts well proportioned and logically 
related, show accomplished workmanship from conception to 
completion, without revealing an3nvhere the master's tools or 
toils. The style is direct, simple, effective ; the language the 
very best that could be employed in juvenile fiction: good 
German, terse, dear, and easy, avoiding long words where 
short ones will express the meaning as well ; with a little more 
repetition perhaps, here and there, a little more making sure 
everything is understood, than in ordinary fiction. 

Taking all this into consideration, the editor does not hesitate 
to express his conviction that Das Peterle von Nürnberg is one 
of the choicest products of German juvenile fiction of the day 
and a piece of educational literature eminently fitted for the 
schoolroom. 

Ever since in 1896 Heinrich Wolgast (Hamburg), at that 
time President of the " German Teachers' Association," by his 
book Das Elend unserer Jugendliteratur started an uncompro- 
mising warfare against everything mediocre in the domain of 
reading for the young, a great many and among them some of 
Germany's foremost story-tellers have responded to the call of 
the pedagogues by devoting their pens to the best possible

solution of this urgent educational question of the day — die 
Jugendschriftenfrage, 

Conspicuous in the very front rank of these literary reformers 
rises a trio of lifelong friends and congenial companions : Emil 
Frommel, Julius Lohmeyer, and Viktor Bliithgen. The last 
named, the youngest and the only yet surviving member of that 
literary triumvirate, is the author of Das Peterle von Nürnberg, 
It is he, upon whose shoulders after Lohmeyer's death, in 1903, 
fell the greatest portion of the master's mantle as the leading 
spirit in the JugefidschrifUnfrage. 

Bom on January 4, 1844, in Zörbig, a small town a few miles 
northeast of Halle an-der-Saale, in the Prussian province of 
Saxony, Viktor Bliithgen received his preparatory instruction in 
the << Latina,'' the venerable gymnasium of ^ August Hermann 
Francke's Institutions" in Halle. In 1868, he graduated from 
the divinity-school of the university of the same town, duly pre- 
pared for the ministry, which, however, he did not enter. After 
having had charge of a fitting school in Mücheln, near Merse- 
burg (Prussian Saxony), he went, in 1873, to Elberfeld (Rhenish 
Prussia) as co-editor of the Encyclopaedia Theologica, Five 
years later, he joined the editorial stafE of Die Gartenlaube 
(Ernst Keil, Leipzig), until, in 1 881, he married and settled per- 
manently in Freienwalde an-der-Oder, 25 miles NE. of Berlin, 
in one of the pleasantest parts of Northern Germany, where he 
is still living and wielding his prolific pen as an independent 
writer of prose and poetry.
